Dr. Edwin S. Shane will leave

NEW YORK, Dec. 26-A "slow- 
down” demonstration in the three 
Brewster Aeronautics plants 
at 
Long Island City, N. Y.; Newark, 
N. J., and Johnsville, Pa., caused 
when workers refused 
to 
take 
more responsible jobs at the same 
pay, was ended

Workers who had been advanced 
bo other jobs last September 12, 
returned to their old posts one by

Formal approval of the action 
taken by the employes in resuming 
their new Jobs temporarily will 
be approved at a union meeting 
today. On Monday, the War Labor 
Board, to whom the reclassifica­ 
tion dispute has been certified, is 
expected to render a decision. 


the House and Senate. 
Johnson had this to say: 
"The Army and Navy are going 
to have to support their demands 
for a larger army, I don't blame 
the Army—it is right for it to 
seek what it can.

army. It is the responsibility of 
Congress, not that of the Presi­ 
dent or the War department.” 
Under the present program, the 
Army is expected to reach 7,500,- 
000 men in 1943 with the Navy’ 
and other branches raising the to­ 
tal to 9,700,000 men. 
A great deal of criticism over 
the projected size of the Army has 
been uttered by congressmen on 
and off the record in Washington 
for weeks. Fears were expressed 
that the Army never would have 
enough equipment to arm 7.500,- 
000 men. There also was contro­ 
versy over whether a total armed 
strength of 9,700.000 men w*ould 
drain the nation's manpower from 
^vital war factories, farms and es­ 
sential civilian production." 
There also w’as the question of 
shipping for the A. E. F.'s which 
are being sent to all corners of 
the world. This was emphasised 
by Sen. Johnson. He stated: 
"They will have to show that 
they have the shipping and equip­ 
ment to efficiently use such 
a 
huge force. Whatever is needed 
Congress will give, but it ought to 
know’ that the Army can be equip­ 
ped and put Into the battle lines. 
"The thing that I aqa most con­ 
cerned about is the unbalancing of 
manpower 
by diversion of 
men 
from the farms and factories." 
Some members of the Military 
Affairs Committee vigorously de­ 
fended the Army policy. 
“If the Army wants to reduce 
the size of the projected force, 
that is all right, but I don’t want 
someone telling them they have 
to do it." said Sen. Chan Gurney

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—A bi­ 
partisan movement in the new 
congress for investigation of the 
lend-Iease 
administration 
today 
appeared likely as it was learned 
that some members already are 
digging Into the agency'* opera­ 
tions. 
Both Sens. Burton K. Wheeler 
(D> Mont., and Hugh Butler (R) 
Neb., urged an inquiry, while some 
members of the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee are knowrn to be 
planning to make searching in­ 
quiries when requests for addition­ 
al appropriations are made. 
"I find~that there is considerable 
sentiment in congress for inquiry 
into lend-lease operations," said 
Wheeler. 'Many members have 
told me that W’e ought to see how 
purchases have been made, wheth­ 
er funds have been wasted and 
whether lend-lease has been used 
contrary to the view* expressed 
by administration leaders when it 
was before congress. 
Inquiry Urged 
"I find this 
demand 
coming 
from men who not only voted for 
lend-lease but vigorously support­ 
ed it." 
Butler, w’ho declared that lend- 
lease ought to be one of the first 
things looked into by 
congress, 
may introduce a resolution for an 
inquiry early in January. 
The lend-lease program, praised 
by President Roosevelt as one of 
the greatest aids in winning the 
war, is now’ running at a rate of 
about $10,000,000,000 a year. Con­ 
gress has authorized more than 
$59,000,000,000 for its purpose. 
Since Butler called for an 
in­ 
quiry into lend-lease, he has re­ 
ceived numerous letters pointing 
to alleged faults in the system. 
These include 
assertions 
that 
lend-lease has been used for pur­ 
poses other than 
strengthening 
the defenses of nations allied with 
the United States. 
Complaints Aired 
His informants also contend that 
lend-lease buying has not been co­ 
ordinated with army-navy 
pur­ 
chasing and that "bottlenecks" in 
transport have 
resulted. Other 
complaints reported by members 
of congress include assertion* that 
knd-lease has ignored price-ceil- 
ings and has upset market condi­

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—CIO 
President Philip Murray today had 
promised that the United States 
would answer Nazi pogroms rag­ 
ing in Europe wdth a redoubling 
of "our work for the utter de­ 
struction of Naziism and all its 
legions of death throughout the 
axis." 
Denouncing Nazi brutality as a 
"part of a calculated plan, part 
of the basic program of the axis 
to 
enslave 
and 
destroy 
all 
peoples," Murray said: 
“Wa renew our pledge of de­ 
votion to the cause of complete 
United Nations victory. We re­ 
affirm our pledge of unity with 
the w’orkers and the plain people 
of all nations, including the occu­ 
pied 
nations, 
In 
the 
common 
struggle for freedom and for life 
itself. 
"We Join with the leaders of all 
the United Nations in telling the 
axis murderers that they will be 
tried and punished with the ut­ 
most severity for their crimes, and 
we appeal to the people of Ger­ 
many and of all axis countries to 
rise and cast out these monstrous 
beings for the sake of their own 
future."

Shot After Auto Is Used 


To Ram Home 


YOUNGSTOWN, O, Dec. 2 6 - 
Seizing an antique shotgun after 
an automobile had plunged against 
his front door, Winfield Sloan, 34, 
of nearby LowelvHle. shot through 
the windshield of the car as it 
sped toward the house a second 
time and shot his stepfather to 
death. 
That was the story Sloan told 
Coroner David H. Houser today as 
the coroner announced he would 
give a verdict of justifiable homi­ 
cide. The dead man was Warren 
Wampole, 52, who, Houser learn­ 
ed. was "abusively drunk." 
Wampole and his 
stepson had 
driven home earlier from w’ork 
Christmas eve in high spirits and 
the best of friends. 
Later, how­ 
ever, Houser said Wampole became 
intoxicated and chased his wife 
from their home. She ran to 
Sloan's home a mile away and 
Wampole followed in his car. 
Driving without lights, Wam­ 
pole reached his stepson's home 
and crashed the car into the front 
door. As he backed up to strike 
the house again, Sloan came to the 
shattered door with the shotgun 
and fired just before the radiator 
struck the door. 
Sloan, whose wife and nine-year- 
old son were in the front room at 
the time, said he did, not know 
the driver was his stepfather until 
after he had gone to a neighbor's 
home to notify Mahoning county 
sheriffs deputies. He said he shot 
at the tires of the machine but 
that in the darkness his aim was 
high and the bullet tor© through 
the windshield and struck Wam­ 
pole.

front alone have passed 100,000 
dead and captured as the fighting 
lr. this area entered its eleventh 
day. 
Soviet columns reported contin­ 
ued progress on the Moscow front, 
in the tw’in drives north and south 
of Stalingrad, and in the Nalchik 
area guarding the approaches to 
the Caucasus oil fields. 
On other fronts of the far-flung 
battle lines allied forces held the 
initiative in comparatively light 
fighting.

Army in Libya has occupied Sirte, 
midway between El Agheila and 
Tripoli and its vanguards slashed 
at tho retreating enemy. 
American and

were reported to have advanced 
six miles beyond

assaults after driving the foe from 
an important height position.

Allied forces made further ad­

American air forces in the Pa­

While the Japs rushed up rein­

island, U. S. aircraft stationed on 
Guadalcanal have attacked a Jap 
airfield in the Munda area on New 
Georgia Island for 14 consecutive 
days to soften up the Japs. 
flown 14 Jape 
In one raid alone, U. S. flyer*, 
according to the navy, shot down 
14 enemy interceptors and de­ 
stroyed IO other Jap planes caught 
on the ground. The fact that the 
Japs put up air resistance was re­ 
garded as significant. 
For the 30 days prior to the sir 
battle in which the 14 Jap planes 
were bagged the Japanese 
had 
failed to use any aircraft in the 
Guadalcanal and New 
Georgia 
Island area. The absence of enemy 
planes kept the American forces 
in the Pacific on the alert as it 
was feared that the Japs were 
holding back their planes for a 
stab in some other direction. 
Apparently, however, the enemy 
row has decided to try to keep 
New’ Georgia Island, even at great 
cost. The Munda area on the island 
where the Japs have built an air 
base is only 170 miles northwest 
of the American Henderson field 
on Guadalcanal.

Fruit Tree*. 
I am reminded th at it is about 
time to order some fruit trees for 
next Spring, by 
the 
attractive 
catalogs that arc going over my 
desk. My experience is no differ­ 
ent from that of thousands 
of 
folks who read this column. The 
timely rem inder is of value to us, 
too, if we will act on it; for if 
you owm your own home, or you 
have a long time rental, or even 
a short time lease, it will pay to 
get the habit of setting some fruit 
trees, every Spring, and then tak ­ 
ing good care of them. 


Peach T roe. 
The White Champion is one of 
the very best peaches we have 
raised, for use in the home for 
desert, just as they ripen on the 
tree. 
They 
have 
a 
delightful 
flavor, when you can them; even 
if they do not look as attractive 
as a yellow peach, when they are 
served for the family. This tree is 
"long lived" too, as one man ex­ 
pressed it. One a t our borne bore 
a good crop of fruit, every year 
for ten years, and even after that, 
when it began dying, it still had 
enough fruit to pay for the apace 
it covered. 
You will be wise to add a few 
Hale peaches, too; and of course 
you will want some Elberta, the 
i old standard variety for several 
j generations in Southern Ohio. 
If you want to get started with 
a peach that is hardy, and that 
I stands our W inters well, order a 
I few South Raven. This peach is a 
little earlier than most main crop 
j varieties, and if the trees are w’ell 
I cared for, they seem to be more 
I frost resistant than many other 
varieties. I recall being on a farm 
where there was about two acres 
planted to South Havens, and the 
yield was good, when such stand­ 
ard varieties as the Elberta and 
the Hale did not have much fruit 
on them. 


Cherry Trees. 
While you are ordering your 
fruit trees be sure to include some 
cherries, for they rarely ever fail 
in Southern Ohio, if you take even 
ordinary care of the trees. There 
are many good varieties of sour 
cherries on the m arket and some 
good sweet varieties, so add a few 
of both. They make very 
good 
ornam ental trees, too. that you 
can plant near your home, or 
farm stead. 
I recall a drive that I took on 
a southern Ohio road, when th? 
sweet cherries 
were 
in 
bloom. 
There was a large tree, near the 
house, at almost every home, that 
were set out about the same time. 
There is only one way that you 
can explain that; an 
energetic, 
enthusiastic, fruit tree 
salesman 
was on the road, a good many 
years before, and some of 
his 
sales still remained, to ornament 
the homestead, and 
to 
provide 
some very good fruit for the fam ­ 
ily, and some very good trees, for 
the children to climb, and an in­ 
ducement to climb them. 


Apple Tree*. 
Be sure to add a few’ Golden 
Delicious, a few’ Red 
Delicious, 
and some Stacking trees to your 
order, in addition to the 
usual 
varieties, ripening 
at 
different 
times in the year. I expect you 
are fam iliar with the Golden and 
tho Red Delicious but the Stacking 
is not so generally known. It is 
a selection from the Red Delic ious. 
It resembles it in shape, and size 
and flavor but it is red all over, 
and colors up much earlier than 
the Red Delicious. I was on a farm 
in Clinton county, a few years 
ago. where there is a pretty good 
planting of Starkling trees. It was 
late In August but the Starkling 
was already a deep red color, and 
some of them were being sold to 
a 
large store in Dayton. This 
apple hangs on very well, too I 
learned, 


Apple* Through the Year. 
Here is a recommendation for 
an apple planting, made by a large 
nut aery, th at has been *n business 
a long time, th at will give you 
apples through the year, and a 
good supply for W inter storage. 
It will be of interest to you, if 
you are thinking about planting 
a home orchard for family use. 
They are listed in the order in 
which they ripen:-Yellow’ Trans­ 
parents, Early Harvest, Duchess, 
Summer 
Champion, 
Wealthy, 
Grimes Golden, Jonathan 
King 
David and Red Rome. The Stay- 
man Winesap is a good one for 
W inter storage th at you ought to 
add. too. Then you would be wise 
to plant a few N orthern Spy, one 
of the largest and richest apples 


for apple butter, that you will 
find in southern Ohio. This is a 
long lived variety, too. I have seen 
several of these trees, that were 
old enough to vote, and still in 
very good condition. It would be 
wise to head this tree down. so it 
won’t get too tall, 
for 
apples 
from a very high tree are hard 
to gather, and when one falls on 
hard ground, it is badly bruised. 


Pears. 
I almost forgot pears. Be sure 
to order at least two B artlet and 
tw’o Kiefer pears. We set out two 
of these varieties a t our home, 
several years ago, and they have 
done well. It is surprising 
how 
many pears you can 
get 
from 
them over a period of years, es­ 
pecially the Kiefers, for they are 
heavy yielders and they hang on 
W’elf. 


Grape*. 
Of course you will needs some 
grapes, for that is a crop that 
rarely ever fails in southern Ohio. 
Order the Concord, a blue grape, 
for use in making grape juice and 
for desert. Another good desert 
grape is the Niagara, 
a 
white 
grape that is hardy, and as sweet 
as honey. The little C ats I ba is a 
good one for desert, too. It is red 
and very colored. 


Bees. 
If you have a home orchard or 
I you are planning to plant one this 
I year, be sure to have a few’ hives 
: of bees that you can have near 
I them at blossoming time, and the 
j fruit will set better, for it will be 
better pollinated. 
If you already have the bees, 
it will pay you to look after them 
closely in the W inter season. We 
have twelve hives th at seem to 
be standing the w inter all right, 
but w’e almost lost them in a re­ 
cent snow storm, th at piled up 
the drifts in the openings, cutting 
off most of their sir supply. It 
takes but a few’ m inutes to sweep 
the snow’ away from the hives, 
and it is time well spent. 
It is not unusual for one who is 
raising bees to report the loss of 
a few hives in the Spring, even 
though they seemed to be strong, 
and to have a good 
supply 
of 
honey in the late fall. While many 
things could cause this, a common 
cause is snow drift* in front of the 
hive. 


Protecting the Bees in W inter. 
I notice that one authority on 
bees recommends wrapping build­ 
ing paper around the hives, in 
the late Fall and early W inter, 
so as to give them some additional 
protection against sub-zero tem ­ 
peratures. While some men don’t 
do this, and get along all right, 
others say it pays them well to 
do it. It doesn't take very long, 
and it is inexpensive and the bees 
are so quiet that you won’t need 
a veil, unless you make too much 
noise, when you may have a warm 
rem inder that you are an intruder 
and not wanted? 
(The 
defense 
equipm ent of a bee seems to work 
very well, even in the W inter sea­ 
son. This was recently dem onstrat­ 
ed for me.)

UNITED SEAMEN’S SERVICE 
I l f ASH IN GTON — The United Seamen’* 
J* 
Service, a welfare organization for 
merchant seamen supported by Mrs. Roose­ 
velt, Henry Kaiser, and other prominent 
indiv iduals, appears headed for trouble. 
The organization has received a tre­ 
mendous amount of favorable publicity in 
its drive to solicit $5,UUU,OOO for the main­ 
tenance of rest homes for merchant sea­ 
men whose ships have been sunk. 
However, an undercover investigation 
by the War Shipping Administration indi­ 
cates that most of the funds donated to the 
United Seamen’s Service, including money 
supplied by the Federal government, have 
gone to civilian promoters and jobholders, 
rather than to disabled merchant seamen. 
Wash Shipping Administration investi­ 
gators have reported the following: 
(1) That less than IO percent of the 
funds provided by the government and by 
private donors 
to the 
United Seamen's 
Service have been expended for the care 
of torpedoed merchant seamen. 
(2) That in addition to lush ic lanes to 
top officials, the United Seamen’s Service 
is paying $23,000 a year for a three-floor 
layout of offices on Broadway, New Y o rk ,j 
plus salaries for 154 workers in those of­ 
fices, though only a relatively few mer­ 
chant seamen from torpedoed supply ves­ 
sels have been aided in the New York area. 
(3) That a convalescent home for tor­ 
pedoed merchant seamen at Oyster Bay, 
Long Island, 
donated 
by 
Mrs. 
Kermit 
Roosevelt, had 28 employees on the payroll 
as of last report, compared with 11 rescued 
seamen from torpedoed merchant vessels 
resting up at the home. 
Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt figured prominently in the dedi­ 
cation of this convalescent home.

result of these disclosures, the

High Value of Butter Fat 
As a Factor in Your Diet 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


FAT IS ONE of the three p ri­ 
m ary essentials in a diet* It has 
the highest concentration of en- 
ergy of any of the three funda­ 
mental food stuffs—over twice as

much as starch ard protein. This 
energy can be uted immediately if 
the body require* it, but fat ha# 
the further advantage th at it is 
stored for reserve energy. 
Besides this fundamental func­ 
tion in nutrition, most fats carry 
a good quantity of accesory food 
factors, in other words vitamins 
and vitamin-like substances. F ats 
also have an im portant function 
in nutrition in th at they flavor 
foods and make foods of all sorts 
palatable. Thia is an advantage 
for the underweight individual 
but contrariwise it is a trap for 
the overweight. 
Different fats, howe'er, differ 
in their nutritional factors and 
advantages. Of all fats commonly 
u —d. butter is probably the mo<*t 
valuable. 
Animal fats ail have 
more vitamins and accessory fac­ 
tors than vegetable fats and of all 
the animal fats, butter is the most 
desirable nutritionally. Butter is 
easily aud almost completely di­ 
gested and the nutritional sub­ 
stance* which it contains arc made 
available rapidly for utilization 
by the body. 
Contains Vitamins and Carotene 
It has long bein known that 
butter contains vitamins A and D. 
Better than vitamins A and D. is 
to have butter with a high caro­ 
tene content, carotene being the 
chemical precursor out of which 
the body makes vitamin A. V ita­ 
min A itself is a colorless, oily sub­ 
stance, and butter with a high vi­ 
tamin A content, and virtually 
coteries s, has a low carotene con­ 
tent. 
Therefore, while a good 
natural dark yellow tone it a good 
indication of the presence of caro­ 
tene, absence of th at color does not 
mean that the butter is deficient in 
vitamin A. 
B utter from 
different dairy 
communities varies in vitamin A 
and D content. A change in dairy 
rations will alter the vitamin A 
content of the butter produced. By 
taking dairy animals off pasture a 
source of carotene is removed from 
their diet and the vitamin A value 
of the butter produced from their 
milk drops off. 
However, dairymen, now recog­ 


nizing this fact, are taking meas­ 
ures to prevent this decrease by 
supplementing the winter feeding 
with rich, green alfalfa hay or 
products high in carotene. All but­ 
ter is a fair source of vitamin D 
and since vitamin D is formed by 
the action of sunlight, butter pro­ 
duced in the winter months is 
somewhat more deficient in vita* 1 
min D than th at produced in the • 
summer months. 


Growth Factor 


Besides these factors a new sub­ 
stance has been found in butter 
which la known as the growth 
factor. It aho contains substances 
which promote healthy skin and j 
healthy eye nutrition. 
Experi- J 
mer.is on animals have shown that 
as far as vitamin B is concerned, i 
if the animals arc fed on rice pol­ 
ishings alone, which contain rn 
high amount of vitamin B, or are 
fed on butter fat alone, they do not; 
grov. as rapidly or show as vigor­ 
ous health as when both rice pol- 
1 hing . and butter «,rc added to the 
diet. But it is wed established now 
th at butter contains a growth fac­ 
tor which has not been found in 
any other food stuff. 
About 2 ounces of good butter a 
day are enough to supply the vita­ 
min A requirements of a child and 
2 to 3 ounce?, of butter with a pint 
of whole milk will supply the vita­ 
min A requirements of an adult. 
It ii supposed th at this much but­ 
ter will also supply enough of the 
“butter fat growth factor" to sup- 
| ply a growing child's requirements 
I for this substance.
